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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1, 5-13, 15, and 16 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Applicant has claimed uniquely distinct combination of features in the instant invention. 
The combination includes "a module at one of the detectors for ascertaining absolute acoustic 
and seismic noise levels thereat and for determining vehicle type from a pair of acoustic and 
seismic noise levels, said absolute levels being derived from measuring said levels at a number 
of times and from ascertaining the distance of said vehicle to said one detector for each level 
measurement". The closest prior art, Sojdehei et al. (US 5,969,608) and Fogler (US 4,630,246). 
Sojdehei et al. disclose magneto-inductive seismic fence, and Fogler discloses seismic-acoustic 
low-flying aircraft detector. The references, either singularly or in combination, fail to anticipate 
or render the above limitations obvious.
